WHITE BUILDS NEW 
$20,000 EDIFICE 

Sweet Shop Man Utilizes Old 

Drug Store Site for 3- 

Story Structure. 

IS NEARING COMPLETION 



A handsome and impressive 
new structure at No. 222 Haver- 
ford avenue is J. P. White's con- 
tribution to Narberth's real estate 
development. It is costing $20,- 
000, and will be three stones high. 

There will be two stores on the 
ground floor,' which Mr. White is 
understood to say he will not oc- 
cupy, but will sublet upon their 
completion early in September. 
Four apartments will be ready for 
occupancy by the latter part of 
October, occupying the second 
and third floors of the building. 
These are to be rented at moder- 
ate terms. 

John B. Alker and Charles C. 
White have contracted to make 
the new edifice "the prettiest 
building in Narberth," in accord- 
ance with Mr. White's avowed in- 
tention to make the new building 
one of which Narberth may be 
proud. Its prominent location in 
the centre of the town, in view of 
the railroad and station, has in- 
spired Mr. White with an en- 
deavor to help beautify the town, 
from an architectural standpoint. 

The construction of the build- 
ing will be of Indiana limestone 
around the entire first floor, and 
the upper two stories will be built 
of a red tapestry brick, at har- 
mony with the stone work, and of 
symmetrical design. Some very 
clever and artistic piecing of the 
brick and stone is being done at 
the northwest corner of the walls, 
which has an odd but graceful 
angle and design. 

An Old Landmark. 

: Many years ago, when Nar- 
berth was in its childhood, so to 
speak, the present site of White's 
project served as a drug . store, 
operated by William F. J. Fiedler. 
Since that time many druggists 
have held forth, until finally C. H. 
Crane became established as an 
•'old-timer" there. 
■ And now that Crane's Phar- 
macy has been removed to. its 
present handsome quarters, at the 
corner of Narberth and Haverford 
avenues, the old landmark has at 
last awakened to a sense of its 
decrepitude, with a new determi- 
nation to present a more youthful 
and fair appearance to the world. 

The other half of the old build- 
ing is owned by Howard E. Davis., 
No. 224 Haverford avenue. ' It' is 
the half now owned by White 
which is undergoing its transfor- 
mation, and is being extended to 
the curb of the street circle ex- 
tending to the station. 

The building will be modern 
throughout in every detail. An 
interesting find was made, by the 
way, during the work of destroy-

Rosemont Daring Centennial 



So much was happening in the 
Centennial year of 1876 that Mont- 
gomery county hardly took cogniz- 
ance of the fact that the poet Long- 
fellow wa's living' in this county for 
one -week that year.' Yet that visit 
suggested to him one of his often 
quoted poems, which was also one 
of his last productions. 

Henry Wadsworth Longfellow 
came to Philadelphia to see the 
Centennial, soon after its opening, 
in May, 1876. For one week he was 
the guest of George W. Childs, in 
Philadelphia. . ., Then he spent an- 
other week at Rosementj in Lower 
Merion townsihp.

DAD GETS 'EM WITH ROD 



To get most fun out of tuna 
fishing- — take it from Henry S. 
Drinker, Jr., of Merion — it is wise 
to use rod and line. When one 
trolls for the big fellows with a 
handline, pulling them in hand 
over hand instead of playing them 
and reeling them in, he's either a 
commercial fisherman, with his 
eye on the market or in the same 
class with Henry S. Drinker, 3d, 
12-year-old son of Henry S. Drink- 
er, Jr. 

The youngster only weighs 85 
pounds, and that's why he can't 
cope with a tuna when using a 
rod. None the less, he ranks 
with the best tunny anglers put- 
ting out of Beach Haven, N. J. 

A week ago last Sunday he 
came home from the banks with 
ten of these fish, averaging 35 
pounds, which he caught in four 
hours, without losing a strike. He 
went out with his father and his 
uncle, Dr. Cecil K. Drinker, and 
the total catch was 23 tuna and 
one large bonito. 

Fish Off Barnegat. 

The banks off Beach Haven are 
the best tuna grounds between 
Nova Scotia and the Florida Keys 
on this side of the United States. 
Santa Catalina Island, off Califor- 
nia, is the most renowned on the 
Pacific side. 

From Beach Haven the power 
boats make a two-hour run to the 
banks, where there is a ridge call- 
ed Barnegat, elliptical in shape 
five miles long and about 30 feet 
shallower than the surrounding 
ocean bed. This ridge is covered 
with pencil-like sand eels, on 
which the tuna feed. To give 
their bait the semblance of these 
sand eels, the elder Drinkers use

speed of various automobiles, or 
how far Babe Ruth can hit a ball, 
it is believed by the publishers 
will hold more interest for the 
modern youngster than any of the 
senseless doings of X or Y. Pro- 
fessor King, when asked his opin- 
ion, said that the introduction of 
such material is a modern ten- 
dency recognizing interest value 
as well as content and procedure 
value. "From the standpoint of 
interest the introduction of prac- 
tical value is sound. 

"The danger in t he modern 
school is that the pendulum fre- 
quently swings too far, and some 
of the fundamental knowledge 
values are almost neglected. So 
long as a text book contains the 
fundamental principles of the sub- 
ject it should be further guided 
by the so-called newer objectives. 
Basic Activities Recognized. 

"The modern course of study 
recognizes the basic life activities : 
physical, social, civic, industrial, 
recreational, and religious. The 
whole text book movement is go- 
ing through a serious transforma- 
tion in adapting content to newer 
values of education which recog- 
nize individual differences in chil- 
dren as well as prepare the indi- 
vidual to fit into society. 

"The value of education is 
measured not only in terms of 
knowledge, but in terms of skills, 
habits, and ideals, and the text 
book must recognize these larger 
values. Education is emphazing 
certain fundamental habits such as 
inquiry, persistence, reference and 
self-reliance. v * 

"If a boy," said Professor King, 
"will learn percentage by working 
out the standing of league base- 
ball players why under the heav- 
ens have him figure on the types 
of problems that children have 
been obliged to work out until 
now, even the language of which 
they often did not understand "

to Montgomery county a half cen 
tury ago. 

In the front wall of this house, 
under the eaves, are two date stones. 
The first reads : "William J. Thom- 
as, May 22, 1800." The other bears 
the following: "Rebuilt by C. J. 
Arthur, May, 1873." 

, C. J. Arthur long owned both of 
the houses. In the seventies and 
eighties he conducted a summer 
boarding house in this dwelling on 
the Montgomery county side — not 
a resort, or an inn, or a hotel, but 
just a boarding house. 

So when Longfellow wanted to 
spend a week in a pleasant part of 
the rural region bordering Philadel- 
phia, he came here to Arthur's 
boarding house. 

Now after 50 years, when all of 
Longfellow's doings and sayings 
are matters of interest, it would in- 
deed be gratifying to know just how 
the poet spent his time during the 
week he lived at Rosemont. But 
the details have been forgotten — 
all but one. That was his visit to 
old St. David's Church, in Radnor 
township, Delaware county. 

That drive to St. David's was the 
event of the week. It made a deep 
impression upon Longfellow. He 
often talked about it, dwelling upon 
the "charming and picturesque sur- 
roundings" of the quaint little 
church built early in the eighteenth 
century and the nearby tomb of 
General Anthony Wayne. His recol- 
lections led him several years later 
to write the poem entitled "Old St. 
David's at Radnor."

Whites Have Prospered. 

It was six years ago that J. P. 
White moved into Narberth, pur- 
chasing the bakery on No. 219 Hav- 
erford avenue, which has since been 
known as White's Sweet Shop. 
There he and Mrs. White have built 
up a business which has become 
popular among all who love sweets. 

In 192 1 the Whites erected a $10,- 
000 two-story brick bakery along- 
side the railroad, just in back of the 
new building now being construct 
ed.

pieces of lamp wick for bait. 
These they trail at the ends of 
their lines in the water, cruising 
about in their boat. 

Is Tug-of-War. 

When a tuna strikes, or takes 
the hook, it swims away at great 
speed, and takes several hundred 
feet from the reel. This prelimi- 
nary dash is followed by sprints 
in all directions, until the angler 
having done enough playing — 
reeling and unreeling his line — 
brings it up to the boat, where it 
is landed with a gaff-hook. 

Henry S. Drinker, 3d, employs 
different methods, necessitated by 
his equipment. He has no reel 
and uses a much thicker line than 
his father, so there is less scope 
for playing the tuna. 
is to pull it in hand over hand as 
quickly as possible, and to do 
this he utilizes the side of the boat 
for leverage. It is almost a tug- 
of-war, with the youngster the 
eventual winner ,. 

Most of the tunas caught now- 
adays at Barnegat Ridge average 
35 pounds, but later in the year 
they run to much larger sizes 
Several years ago a 1400-pound 
tuna was taken from these waters. 

Tuna fishing is one of the high- 
ranking sports among the anglers, 
rivaled only by the big game 
sought in the Florida, West Coast 
and foreign waters.
